ON PACIFIC TRIP 


Manila. July 29 (AP)—The giant 
Ha* iii Clipper with 15 occupants, 
Isisaug approxim ately 12 hours on 
a flight from G uam to Manila, was 
madt? the object of an intensive 
search by air, sea and underwater 
craft tonight. 
Seven planes, eight Navy ships, 
six submarines and an Army trans­ 
port were thrown into the hunt for 
the $4so,OOO flying boat W’hich lit­ 
erally vanished from the air midway 
on her 1,600 m ile flight over the 
Pacific ocean. 
Fears for the safety of the six 
passengers and crew of nine in­ 
creased as the hours dragged by 
Without word since the last message 
flashed from the Clipper’s radio at 
12 09 p. rn (11:09 p. rn. Thursday, 
Eastern Standard Time). 
Tile Army transport Meigs, near­ 
e r ship to the Clipper’s last posi­ 
tion, was w ithin the area where it 
wa believed the Clipper was forced 
do vn. 
Shortly before IO p. rn. 19 a. rn. 
Eastern Standard Time) she began 
sweeping

Rockets were sent up 
every 15 m inutes.

Her radio continually sent 
the Clipper’s call letters. Rain made 
visibility poor and a 15 m ile-an-hour 
wind made it likely the Clipper, if 
she landed safely, was blown far 
from the position. 
In her last report the Clipper 
saki she was bucking 14 mile-an- 
hour Headwinds a t an elevation of 
9,000 feet between two cloud banks. 
Flying conditions and visibility 
had been generally good, but the 
plane had flown through scattered 
showers. 
No reason was advanced as to 
why she m ight have been forced 
dewn, but it w'as pointed out th at 
if she made a safe landing she could 
float on the Pacific ocean as well 
as any boat.

Almost every day it is heard. 
There was an old barber in W ashington, 
D. C., who used to take especial pride in telling newcomers of the 
fam ous people he had served in his chair. 
He knew them all far half 
a century. He thrilled and lived upon the Memories of those years. 
A kind Providence, I believe, arranged it for us so th at we m ight have 
stronger Memories for the pleasant things of life than for the unpleasant.

The Department of Justice uncovers a n e w nest o f inter­ 
national spies . v . and even as these events occur detailed accounts stream over 285,000 miles of 
Associated Press news wires to 1,400 member newspapers all over the nation. 


Do you know the 90-year story of this AP? 


O n a black Novem ber night in 1811 young Samuel Topliff shoved his rowboat into Boston 
harbor to learn the cause of distant cannonading. His perilous trip— guns of a British fleet were 
sounding the prelude to the W a r of 1812— was the first systematic attem pt to gather news. 


O u t of that plucky beginning grew the first im portant news gathering organization, founded 
in 1848. It was called T he Associated Press. T h e year 1938 marked the 90th anniversary of 
that name in tiewspaperdom. 


In Topliflf’s time there were few' daily newspapers; they printed little news because they had no 
way of obtaining it. There w ere no big cities, no telegraph, telephone, oceanic cable, wireless. 


As the country grew', mechanical means for transm itting news developed apace with a m ount­ 
ing demand for public information. T h e years, however, show'ed one potential flaw in the early 
news gathering system. It was a proprietary commercial organization and there was the danger 
that private interests might prostitute the news for personal profit. 


One far-sighted publisher, V ictor Lawson of th e Chicago Daily News, recognized this peril. 
Staunch believer in the need for an uncontrolled press, he led w hat has become known as “ T h e 


Revolution of 1893.” This ended the old private news monopoly. In 
its place, Lawson and his allies set up the new Associated Press— 
first and only world-wide, non-profit, cooperative news gathering 
organization, dedicated to ideals of accuracy and impartiality. 


In 1900 AP’s maximum news output w as 15,000 words a day to 612 
members. Today 1,400 member new spapers arc linked in a 285,000 
mile wire network which transmits 200,000 words every 24 hours. 


Once the A P staff w'as a mere handful. Today 100,000 men and wo- 
men. directly or indirectly, help gather and transmit each day’s report. 
Once $10,000 covered A P ’s budget. Today it exceeds $10,000,000 
annually, yet the organization makes no profits, declares no dividends. 


In every country, in every state, news bureaus operate. In virtually 
every hamlet on the globe there is a correspondent. Bureau staffs 
range from a single reporter to as many as 500 employes. 


All this is a far cry from ToplifTs primitive day. N ot the least of 
today’s wonders is W irephoto, which transmits A P pictures from 
coast to coast with the speed of light. 


A Board of Directors, composed of eighteen publishers, is responsible 
to the membership. In active charge of the world-wide organization 
is the General M anager. T hroughout ncwspaperdom he is familiarly 
known as The Managing Editor of T he W orld. 


Over an ever-w idcning web, news hummed across the nation. The San Fran cisco earth­ 
quake occurred in 1900. I he auto around which the A P new s staff congregated is out* 
modrd today, hut it was ultra-modern then. Now even foreign correspondents use the latest 
method of transportation— the airplane. 


N o matter where news breaks— a reporter is there Jo get the story. . . . Tireless reporters 
and editors work at candle-lighted desks in darkened flex'd areas, I hey re equally alert at 
political conventions. Coverage of elections is so accurate that the government accepts A P * 
hnduigs weeks in advance of the official count. 


Twenty seven Presidents ago, young Sam ToplifT braved Boston's dark 
harbor in a rowboat to report on one of the encounters out of which grew’ 
the War of 1812. In 1828, sailing sloops replaced rowboats and raced each 
other to deliver new s, Still later, carrier pigeons became new s hawks. 


Next came pony express to connect New York and Washington, with 24 
horses racing night and day. They galloped woodland trails, swain rivers. 
In 1844, science stepped in. Samuel F. B. Morse's first telegraph tick-ticked 
the famous message “W -H -A -T M A - 1-ll G O D NX-R-O-L-G-HT. ’ 


T he first AP foreign correspondent entered Europe in 1866. Today, American-trained reporters 
everywhere cover and (able every piece of foreign news to New York for relay over the vast 
wire network of member papers. One correspondent penetrates the Ethiopian war zone; another 
turns delivery man to reach the Duke of Windsor and his bride in their guarded chateau.
